Roads Need 


Resurfacing 


AUSTIN, Tex 
(UPI) 
A group 
studying the future of Texas roads 
released a report predicting 75 per 
cent of the ‘Hate s highways will have 
to be rebuilt or resurfaced within the 
next IO years 
The Road Information Program 
reported Wednesday the state could 
expect a 24 per cent increase in traffic 
by 1986, which would wear out more 
than 70,(XX) of the state’s 94,OCK) miles 
of major roadways 
“Unless road work is accelerated, 
Texas roads and streets will not be 
able to handle future traffic volume 
efficiently and economically.” said 
J.C Dingwall, former state highway 
engineer and Texas chairman of the 
Road Information Program, 
He said the organization's study 
showed Texas roads in 1986 would be 
handling 2 2 million vehicles. He said 
Texans would be driving more than 
IOO billion miles annually within IO 
years, compared with 80 6 billion in 
1975 
The report estim ated the 
numl>er of cars and trucks would 
increase by 23 per cent to 11.9 million 
He estimated it would c(*t $4.2 
billion to resurface 65,703 miles of 
roadway between now and 1986, and 
an additional $14 billion to rebuild 
4,879 miles of worn out major traffic 
routes. 
Dingwall said resurfacing and 
rebuilding the state's substandard 
road pavement would help reduce 
fatalities, injuries and property 
damage from accidents. 
The organization’s study also* 
showed the 24 per cent increase in 
traffic volume will be accompanied by 
a smaller increase in fuel con­ 
sumption. 
Because drivers are using fuel more 
efficiently, state highway fuel tax 
revenues increased an average (rf only 
4 5 per cent in fiscal 1975 and fiscal 
1976, compared with an average 6 po* 
cent annual increase for the years 
1970 through 1974, Dingwall said. 
Highway construction is funded by the 
fuel taxes.
